On page 8, after line 19 of the anmendnent, insert the follow ng:

"Sec. 5. RCW29A. 08.651 and 2004 c 267 s 101 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) The office of the secretary of state shall create and naintain
a statewi de voter registration data base. This data base nust be a
single, wuniform official, centralized, interactive conputerized
statewi de voter registration |ist defined, naintained, and adm ni stered
at the state level that contains the nanme and registration information
of every legally registered voter in the state and assigns a unique
identifier to each legally registered voter in the state.

(2) The conputerized list nust serve as the single system for
storing and maintaining the official Ilist of registered voters
t hroughout the state.

(3) The conputerized list nust contain the name and registration
information of every legally registered voter in the state.

(4) Under the computerized list, a unique identifier is assigned to
each legally registered voter in the state.

(5) The conputerized list nust be coordinated with other agency
data bases wthin the state, including but not Iimted to the
departnment of corrections, the departnent of |Ilicensing, and the
departnent of heal th.

(6) Any election officer in the state, including any |ocal election
officer, may obtain immediate electronic access to the information
contained in the conputerized |ist.

(7) Al voter registration information obtained by any |ocal
el ection officer in the state nust be electronically entered into the
conputerized list on an expedited basis at the tinme the information is
provided to the | ocal officer.

(8) The chief state election officer shall provide support, as may
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be required, so that local election officers are able to enter
informati on as described in subsection (3) of this section.

(9) The conputerized list serves as the official voter registration
list for the conduct of all elections.

(10) The secretary of state has data authority on all voter
regi stration data. The secretary of state shall, on a nonthly basis,
cross-check the data base against other agency data bases that could
reveal nanes of persons whose voter registration should be cancel ed.

(11) The voter registration data base nust be designed to
acconplish at a mninmm the foll ow ng:

(a) Conply with the Help Anerica Vote Act of 2002 (P.L. 107-252);

(b) Identify duplicate voter registrations;

(c) ldentify suspected duplicate voters;

(d) Screen against the departnment of corrections and other
appropriate state agency data bases on a nonthly basis to aid in the
cancel l ation of voter registration of felons;

(e) Provide up-to-date signatures of voters for the purposes of
initiative signature checking;

(f) Provide for a nonthly conparison between the voter registration
data base and the departnent of |icensing change of address data base;

(g) Provide online access for county auditors with the goal of rea
time duplicate checking and update capabilities; and

(h) Provide for the cancellation of voter registration for persons
who have noved to other states and surrendered their Washington state
drivers' licenses.

(12) In addition to any legal obligations of local election
officers, the secretary of state in conjunction with the departnent of

health shall arrange for a nonthly conparison of any lists of known
deat hs mmintai ned by the departnment of health with the statew de voter

registration list. If a person is found on the departnent of health
death list and the statewide voter registration list, the secretary of
state or county auditor shall immedi ately cancel the voter reqistration

fromthe official state voter reqgistration list.
(13) In addition to any leqgal obligations of |Ilocal election
officers, the secretary of state in conjunction with the departnment of

health, the departnent of social and health services, and the
adm nistrator for the courts shall arrange for a nonthly conpari son of

any lists of persons known to have been declared nentally i nconpetent
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and unable to vote or placed under the care of a full guardi anship due
to their nental capacity. If a person is found on the departnent of
health, the departnent of social and health services, or the
adm nistrator for the courts lists and the statewi de voter registration
list, the secretary of state or county auditor shall imediately cancel
the voter registration fromthe official state voter registration list.

The adm nistrator for the courts shall collect and maintain a |ist
of all judicial determnations of full guardi anship under RCW 11.88.010
and other cases where the court has ordered soneone unable to vote.

(14) In addition to any legal obligations of local election
officers, the secretary of state in conjunction with local election
officers shall nmake at a mninuma nonthly conparison of nanes on the
statewi de voter reqgistration list, and if a person is found registered
nore than once on the statewide voter reqgistration list, the secretary
of state or county auditor shall immediately cancel all voter
registrations for that voter in excess of one fromthe official state
voter reqgistration list."

On page 22, on line 10 of the title anmendnent, after "29A 04.611,"
insert "29A 08.651,"

EFFECT: (1) Requires that secretary of state cross-check the
statew de voter data base against other agency data bases that could
reveal nanes of voters who should be cancel ed;

(2) Secretary of state nust arrange for a nonthly conparison of the



statewi de voter data base wth the departnment of health to identify
known deat hs and cancel voters that are found on both |ists;

(3) Secretary of state nmust arrange for a nonthly conparison of the
statew de voter data base with the departnent of health, the departnent
of social and health services, and the admnistrator for the courts to
identify persons known to have been declared nentally inconpetent or
under full guardi anship and cancel voters found on both lists; and

(4) Secretary of state shall make a nonthly conparison of names on
the statewi de voter registration list and if a person is found to be
registered twce, the secretary of state shall immediately cancel
excess registrations fromthe list.
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
